The experience we already 
have had In tin pro vim e of Buidwan convinces os bow* unfit an Englishman 
Is to conduct the collection of the revenues, and follow the subtle native 
through all his ails to conceal toe real Value of his country, and to perplex 
and elude the payments. We, therefore, entirely approve of yarn 
preserving the ancient form of government, ir. upholding the dignity of the 
Souldi.

The Court, of Directors imagined that all It telttw<| ihdr servants lo do 
Was to He hetiealh Lhc tree and let the ripe fruit tumble into their Open 
mouths. They would take the produce of the people’* labour, and, In return, 
after the people no protection against injustice and oppression, fortunately 
for our national honour the Court was asking for what, was impossible. The 
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English were soon to Ic3rn that if they were to accept tin* * revenues, they 
must undertake the care of the country. 

It has bcon observed by James Mill that the dual system of Government 
which the accession of the English to the diiva.ni for a time etUbtfebcd wa± 
the " favourin' policy or 1’ijve, to whose mind a certain degree of crooked 
artihee seems to have presented itself pretty conge it tufty In the fight of 
profound anti skilful politics " 1 The dual system presented itself in a 
different way to Clive on the on- hand and V*re 1st un the other. Whilr 
VcreJst honestly believed that the ancient institutions could he revived and 
made to rfn good work, Clive regarded the N'a wall's authority *5 a “ name 
and a shadow, ! * and when he spoke of " throwing off the mask ‘ (i.e declar¬ 
ing the Company Soubah of the provinces he, in as many words, admitted 
thal bis system was one of artifice So far ** tire Nawnb's power and wealth 
was concerned, he was aware that the English had, so to speak, sucked the 
orange dry, bot he i magi n ad that lire skin and the pulp left behind on the 
table, would serve to delude ihr other foreign guests in Bengal into the idea 
that the English had not at yet devoured everything. 

That the power had in reality jpaftted into English possession, Clive 
never doubled, The Select Committee, in their Consultations of toth 
September, describe the Company as having «come into thr phee of the 
country Government by fib Majesty’s grant of the dewance." In a fetter, 
dated iblh January, 1767, the Governor and Select Committee write • W,. 

are sensible that since the acquisition of the dewjuwy, the power belonging 
to the Soubah of these provinces t* totally and in fact vested in the EiJt 
India Company Nothing remains to him but the name and shadow of autho¬ 
rity Under the system which Dive established the English were to do the 
work, but the NawxbV shadow was to cover it all, so that aft that the English 
did was in outward seeming to emanate from the Nawgfc himself "This name 
this shadow, it is indispensably necessary we should seem to venerate. Under 
the sanction of the Soubah. every encroachment that may be attempted by 
foreign powers ran effectually be crushed, without any apparent interposition 
of our own authority |* and ail real grievance complained of by them can, 
through the same channel be examined into nnd redressed. Be it, therefore 
always remembered that there is a Soubah ; and that, though the revenue* 
belong to the Company, the territorial jurisdiction roust still rest m the chief* 
of the country, acting under him and this Residency in coo junction. To 
appoint the Company's servants to the office of Collector*, or indeed to do 
any act by any exertion of the English power, which can easily be done by

Delhi, but Clive, 
referring to his bold plan, 1 wrote (September 30, 1765) IA My resolution, 
however, was and will always be to confine our acquisitions, uur conquests, our 
pO^tsshm*. to Bengal, Bebar and OrL»a , to go further is in my opinion 
so extravagantly ib^urd no Governor^ tneral, on Council, in these times 
can ever adopt it unless the whole system of the Company'* interest be first

FIRST ARTICLE 

O S' January ij, 15313, * foa*ld myself at Bahkipore on my way bad; from 
Lahore via Delhi and Allahabad, I may soy 1 spent the day among 
the dead, indulging my hobby for inscriptions on tomb stores 
J visited three graveyards: — 

1 A small old one near Lbe compound of the Nuns of the Institute of 
Jesus and Mary, close to the Catholic Church of Bankipore, Here I picked 
up only two inscriptions : but. if 1 remember well, there are a feu more. The 
Cemetery b quite small and neglected 

2 Another Cemetery, a short distance from tin: old Catholic Cathedra! 
uf Patna. It is on the right of the road leading from Banlcipore to the 
Cathedral of Paiim It is not a Dutch Cemetery, as f expected it to be, but 
5 U English one. All the inscriptions* ate unpublished, and there are many. 
An my time was limited. J copied only all the inscriptions befnre 1800. 

3 The Cemetery nmnd the old Catholic Cathedral of Patna It hb also 
been left untouched by the antiquarian Here again there are many inscriptions. 
>ay a hundred, ft should be particularly interesting Lo the historian, since it 
coni sum uiimes of French and Portuguese families. In tfar sacristy, too, there 
y, a . fl number of loose tombstones. Tin: Church had burn lately repairs il and 
newly cemented, and the statics which lay in the Church and in the Venn, 
ilah of the Church had been removed to the sacristy , but, at the places where 
they had lain, crosses had been cut into the cement and thes* crosses were to 
receive numbers corresponding to numbers on the stones l lhint 1 he idea 
was to leave the stonfca in the sacristy, or to place them along the walls 
of the Church, rather than on the ground, the system of n urn bn red crosses

J counted in th<- sacristy afi tombstones and mi* in the Armenian charac¬ 
ter They needed washing and scraping the chunam off the letters. It was 
;ilready dark, so I desisted from copying, one ol rny reasons being also that 
one of the Italian Capuchin Fathers of the Allahabad Diocese had told me he 
bad copied all the inscriptions of the Patna Cathedral 1 felt inclined to 
la. Lie lilt Portugur.ii and French Inscriptions ail the same, but the forbidding 
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appearance of tile stones, and the Tart that they were too unwieldy to turn 
towards the light, dbcouniged me complete !y. 

Instead, 1 turned my attention to a very massive cracked bell hanging in 
the sacriity* * I had no mean*- of measuring it. All f can <iyn«w is that 
it strutk me as uncommonly Wg fur a place of Christian worship in this 
country Curiously enough if lut) been cast In Vtpd, as the following 
inscription along iht upper rim allows us to conclude.

The lotteries* were accordingly instituted, and sufficient funds tdr 
commencement having accumulated in t&tf. plans W estimate* f or the 
Town Hall were sanctioned in 1807, M J Colonel j Gantto. the Chief 
Engineer, was entrusted with the construction of it. The building «■„

Ai already slated, iht Town Halt H'is originally placed under a 
Committee. This Comnmtec consisted of three Member*, vi*.. Major A. 
Henncssj, Mr A, Trotter, and Lieutenant J. S. Brownrigg, with Mr. C. 
Seymour a* their SecrrEjry. They were entrusted with the general 
superintendence and Care of the building, and empowered to allow the public 
the use of It under certain ruins approved o! by Government ; but, in 
every ca*e requiring expenditure ol public money, they were to Obtain lilt 
previous sanction of Government. Do llic and May. 1815, the Cumin met 
iverc directed to forward all hills for contingent charges incurred by them for 
the cart of the Hall to the Civil Auditor, with a view to that Officer obtaining 
the sanction of Government to them, along with other contingent charges uf 
the Department, 

In October 1S17, Major-General John Sullivan Wood was appointed to 
be President, and Mr C TfOWcr, Captain Montague, and Mr, A J Macao to 
he additional Members of the Committee; who were authorized tu decide all 
questions in regard to the Hall, excepting those of more than ordinary import- 
ante. Tills Committee was dissolved in 1^04, and their duties transferred 
to the Committee for the improvement of the City of Calcutta, better known 
as the Lottery Committee. 

The Government Lotleiie* having been abolished in tP^, and the 
Lottery Committer con sequent If dissolved, they were permitted to make 
over charge of the records connected with the Town Halt to the Collector of 
Calcutta, and the Sub-Treasurer war directed lo pay ihir steward's salary 
[which was the only monthly charge on at count of the building] debiting 
the same to the Lottery Fund until that fund shall have been exhausted. 

From this period the building «.ti unde: the sole charge of the steward 
till 1844, when it was placed under the Chief Magistrate of Calcutta.

In 1S30 the 
services uf the writer, sircar, and two peons were dispensed with and the 
sal«y of the steward was reduced from Rupees 250 L° The allowance 

of Rupee* S o per month to the deck of the Lottery Committee probably 
ceased mlh Llie dilution of that body, bpt the records do not show when 
this reduction was made. or when Government ceased to pay for the Establish- 
ment of servant* a, w*tld appear to have hew, the ease from a statement 
furnished in 1846 by Mr J. Spetrre,* th* then steward.

hift$T.—The Marble Half shall be open for the reception of all visitor? 
desirous of swing the Statue* every day (excepting Sundays and days 
on which the building may be preparing for public purposes) from P a m 
to 4 P.Jtf. 

SfeCOSTO,—Merchants m other individual;, desirous o! having the us,-of 
a se P an t l e room for transaction of business, may be accommodated with 
the occasional use tit the southern rooms on 'lie same floor, on implication 
to Mr Ha*Ue at the Town Hall 

TllJttO —In all such cases priority of application Js to have the 
preference, should there he more than one meeting proposed to be hdd 
on the same day. 

I-’OUkUf.— The upper storey of the Town Hall i» not to He open to 
indiscriminate access, but Mr. Haafte is auihorufid to allow thr rooms to 
tie viewed (under lh* limitation* u to time specified in tire fast Article) cm 
^ppluniiEnti io him for Lhar parpen. 

Fifih.—A pplications for the use of the Twit Hall for the purpose 
of General Meeting* of the in habitants or in; considerable entertainment* 
on great public occasion*, shall be made to the Committee through the 
Setter Ary. 
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S'tXlli.— I'he persons applying for such permission -hall defray every 
expense incurred on such occasions, and shall he respnn-dbk- for exper. ■ 
which uia) be accessary lor repairing llic house or furniture in consequence 
of SUch meeting;* or entcftaihineiUa. 

In i K1 7 I he Town Hull Committee were authorized to msfce such 
alteration* in Hie above rules as might, from Lime to time, appear advisable.

In reply Mr. R. Turnbull, then Secretary to the Justice of the Peace 
for the Town til Calcutta wrote thus agreeing to the transfer on certain 
conditions :— 

" I am desired by the Chairman oi Uie Justices to state that your fetter 
No, 5547, daled 55th October last, respecting the transfer of rhe Town Hall 
to the Justices, was laid before the Justices at a special General Meeting held 
this day. and jt was resolved '* that the Justices, on behalf nt the town, 
should accept the charge of the Town Hail, on condition that ihe proprietary 
right in, and charge of, the Town Hall, and aij buildings, out-offices and 
premises attached thereto, together with any furniture or oilier property 
contained therein, not being private property, should be made over to the 
Justices, who should have the -:oie and uncontrolled management thereof.' 1 

Ihe Matt,.! was referred to the Govern merit of India for final sanction 
which w»v accorded on tl* 13th February- 1H66 when the Governor-General 
in Council agreed » to the transfer of the Town HalUnd all its appurten¬ 
ances, to the Caiculta Municipality, to be held hy the Justices as Trustees 
for i!i- town, nn condition of their looping ir in repair, and far the purp.jsrs 
for which it tea heretofore been maintained; and on the understanding that, 
until other arrangements can he made, the Inn er tl oor will coniiuue to be 

occupied by the High Court, on the payment of a fair rent hy the Government 
to the Municipality,''

to the year 1819. 

We wish to ^ve from fu rther vicissitudes, by making them public. I he 
names of the chief Cat tv die families of that period ; but, as Portuguese, once 
the lingua franca of Bengal, is ao lunger understood here, we are obliged 
to translate.

INTRODUCTORY NOTE. 


T HE original Registers or St. Ann*a Church. Calcutta, perished during the 
Sdgc of Calcutta in * 75*. Jn I he year 1890. the Rev. H, B, Hyde (at 
that time Senior Chaplain of St Joint * Church afterwards Archdeacon of 
Madras), while on furlough, copied in a very beautiful hand and no parchment, 
the entrants from the Regime which were periodically despatched from 
Calcutta to the Court in England and are still preserved at the Record 
Department of the India Office, Mr. Hyde's copies air. preserved at 
St. John's Church, where m njiO, they were copied for the Calcutta Histori- 
cal Society by the late Mr. E> W Madge. Mr, Madge and the present 
Writer had already com me need the annotations, but unforitmately the 
manuscript disappeared with other paper® belonging lo the Society, when 
Mr. Madge died in 1913, At times when 1 have been too tried to do ought 
else hut work of a mechanical kind, 1 have made the copies from which the 
present instalment of the early marriage Rcgisli-r ? have now been printed. I 
have avoided adding notes in the case of several persons where names have 
been frequently mentioned in Stn^i Part and Prttmt —ouch Mm * for 
instance as William Harwell, Reg r Drnkr, Richard Bechet, etc,, etr.

Gentlemen, 

1 know nothing that ran give me grater satisfaction, than that which 
I received by your thue testifying your due sense and gratiiade to his 
Majesty, lot erecting an indepiaidant Court of Justice In this Settlement: 
and thereby extending the full jiriiiectton of (he Engliidi laws to ihe natives 
of this country, and to his British suhjcccs at this distant extremity of the 
British empire, 

Thu protection of the laws is the only constitutional protection that can 
consist with a free government. Protection by power only, j* capricious , it 
may Richer the guilty as well as the fiwbcent. 

We can assume no great merit in not allowing the blank subpmnai to 
isauc in the cast you allude to They were moved fur the purpose of being 
sent nigh up into tlit country, (hough (he (act rharged was committed in 
Calcutta, expressly to bring down such witnesses as might came in, Uieugh 
the party applying neither professd to know eiibrr w hat the witne^e* 
were fu prove, rr that such witnesses actually existed. Stich sUbptcniLs 
would be considered by the timid natives as mandate.- and if fullered in |mve 
been made use of by wfeked men of power or influence, you most truly say, 
that your reputation, property, and lives, could not be sai« ; it would Lave 
subverted that justice which it is our duty to enforce. Ilicre fe little doubt, 
had they been granted, instead of having those witnesses produced, most of 
w Lam yon know and so justly reprobate, we should have bad a new troop uf 
false witnesses. 
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Neither ean we usume to ourselves any ;itt?an}in^ry merit m iagacity 
in detecting the falsehoods of the witnesses produced at the trial The 
subject-mailer of the evidence, the rnatnie; :if delivering it, and the person* 
who delivered, made the imposition attempted to be pul on the Court, too 
gross to deceive eiltitr the Court, or such by-stand ere wlio did but Li trough 
prejudice wish to be deceived. 

Two things operate tu make our stations easy to u«: the One, 
that wc have a strict role for our conduct, the law; the olkai i* r that we do 
fiol administer justice privately. The ryct of all the inhabitants of the 
Settlement arc upon tis : they hv that means become judges of our conduct, 
and will bestow on u» censure or confidence, in proponton ;•> we deserve the 
one or the ot her. 

In the present unhappy state of the Settlement, we arc most sensibly 
affected by receiving the pub!if approbation of two such reaper:tabic bodies 
of men as the Grand fury and thr Free Merchant; and Mariners of this icwn ; 
of a Grand Jury elected by ballot from oil Uie Company - servants below the 
Governor-general and Council, and from all the substantial inhabitants of 
this place; of the Free Merchant and Mariners, a hodv of men Iroru. tludr 
situations in dependant and unbiased by internet or fear. We feel our 
conduct approved by tbs whole Settlement. The voice of the Grand Jury 
so elected, nodi of the Free Merchants and Mariners, js the wrier of the 
Settlement. 

I entertain the highest sense qf the great honour done me by the marks 
of esteem that you are pleased particularly to addles Lo me, The first and 
great ealiafaction which I feel in ray present situation ia, the approbation of 
my own conscience; the next, thaL those to whom T administer justice bestow 
their approbation on my conduct and put full confidence in iltr rectitude of 
my in {ration* 

It is with the greatest alacrity Ural l accept of thir honour proposed me ; 
far being unr .nrdnu* either of exerting or possessing any peruliar talents.

We are also told, that by your tirudy interposition, an Attempt to 
introduce blank warrants for summoning any persons from all parts of the 
provinces, has been most effectually precluded. By lids step your lordship 
has probably rescued an extensive kingdom from absolute destruction. for 
wtiai man. independent either In his fortunes or hk principles, would have 
resided one moment in a country where he was perpetually liable to be 
narmssed by vexatious and expensive jonrnies, and by a painful attendance 
upon a Court of justice, at the fully, the pique, or the caprice of every 
litigious individual ?

Unwilling to trouble Administration till 
necessity made it unavoidable, he endeavoured by present*, and other 
expend Vi- ways, through I he means d! his agent at Pegu, to procure the 
rdcasrnie*nt of his property j which proving ineffectual, and receiving certain 
advice Hint hi? goods were not only confiscated, hut his raptaS* and officers 
actually imprisened, he thought it his duty as an Englishman, to moke known 
to the Supreme Power the injury he sustained, the insult offered to the 
British FUg, and the hardship which his captain and officers suffered:

I venture to make a couple of 
suggestions, which if carried out, will malic two monuments, already in 
existence, of greater interest lo the Calcutta resident and visitor of the 
future It u surprising how few people to-day know wtiul ltie stmetuer In 
the Strand Road popularly kotiwn as the “Pepper Box," really is. Many 
think it to ho some kind of a watch tower, others think it him something to 
do with the flood way of Uic moat round the lorL U U really deserving of 
removal to some more prominent and more accessible position, but thU I 
suppose is hardly possible. so 1 suggest that the marble panels on either side 
of the door be suitably inscribed for the inlqraiatjon of present and future 
generations : the inscription on the upper portion of the monument might be
